The Committee for the Bond 
Issue held its organizational 
meeting last week, and com- 
mittee chairman Robert M. 
Stanton spoke with the ap- 
proximately 65 people present 
about the group's plans to in- 
sure passage of the upcoming 
bond referendum. Stanton 
made it very clear that the 
purpose of his committee is to 
promote the $12.6 million bond 
issue and to seek a "yes" vote 
on February 8th. 

Using school board figures, 
Stanton reiterated the School 
Board's position on over- 
crowding. The board report 
stated that existing school 
facilities in Virginia Beach 
were designed to accomodate 
42,039 school children. On 
September 30th, 1971, there 
.were 46,792 enrolled, giving an 
excess over designed capacity 
of 4,763 students. Projected 
enrollment figures for Sep- 
tember 1972 show 48,300 
sl^dsnts^ for an excess over 
designed capacity of 6,261 
pupils. September 1973^ 
projections show 49,000 students 
enrdled, and 51,800 are ex- 
pected in September 1974, which 
is 9,761 over designed capacity. 

"It is noteworthy to observe 
that the 46,792 children were 
almost the exact figure that the 
Schod Board's Department of 
Research had projected for 
September 1971," Stanton 
pointed out. "As a matter of 
fact, their projections were 
99.314 per cent accurate. It 
lends strong credability to the 
(H-ojections which I gave for the 
future." 

"It is easy to see that with 
9,761 students over designed 
capacity in 1974 that our schools 
will be twice as crowded that 
year than they are this year. If 
you have children in one of our 
extremely crowded schools 
now, you can imagine what 
these numbers mean." 

"Unless the proposed schools 
are built we will be faced with a 



over our designed capacity that 
the public school system and 
family life in Virginia Beach 
will differ to an unbearable 
extent." 

To help solve the problem 
prior to the opening of the 
proposed schools, the School 
Board proposes to redraw 
school district^ to distribute the 
population as equally as 
possible, to implement a 
voluntary night school to help 
alleviate the secondary school 
overcrowding, to continue the 
eight-period day in sill secon- 
dary schools, to continue the use 
of mobile classrooms-, and to 
implement the " 45-15 year 
around program in a ttiinimum 
of four schods in I973^4m,^ 
pilot basis. 

The bond issue provides for 
four new schools: Woodstocit 
would receive a 900-student 
elementary school, and three 
junior hi^ schools would be 
'built at locations selected tp 
give relief to present secondary 
schools. All of the 'stretching' 
techniques would be continued 
for the 1973-74 school year. ^ 

To promote passage of tne 
bond issue, the Comihittee set 
up several sub^commi^ecs. The 
various committees include 
finance, public relations, direct 
mail, a speakers liureau, 
telephone, election day, voting 
blocks, headquarters, and 
special events. 

"It is our opinion that the 



education of the school children 
of Virginia Beach is at stake. 
Unless these schools are built, 
the situatimi which we will find 
ourselves facing in three years 
will be unbearaUe." 

"It is the committee's. f^JHiPS 
that we shotdd grpn^otf ;tj)e 
bond issue 'on a 'no strings at- 
tached' basis," Stanton con- 
tinued. "We are not inferring 
that the school board be given a 
carte blanche for school con- 
struction, but we are insisting 
this issue be confronted on its 
own merit." 

"The four schools proposed 
must be built. In ordier to be 
built, they must be financed and 
to be financed, erf course, the 
bond issue must be passed. We 
feel very strong in our opiiiion 
with respect to this issue being

We tend to forget some of our past history. We seem to enjoy the 
feeling that we have always been a rich, sofAisticated people with 
an overwhebning respect for a society of laws. 

The hard fact that we became free and evolved into a strong 
nation beacause of some pretty rough and tough leaders seems to 
be unthinkable. We try to make nice people out of our former 

We either forget or play down that our strength comes frwn 
leaders who didn't mind doing what they thought was right at ttie 
time regardless of what the "law" or those in authority bought. 

As an example, have you ever heard about the State of Franklin? 
That is right, the State of Franklin, like the State of New York, or 
Virginia, that kind of state. Did you know that the United States 
once had a State of Franklin? 

No fooling, from 1764 until 1768 we had a State of Frankhn. It 
covered an area that included parts of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina and Virginia. 

It had a Governor and regular officials with its own courts and 
everything. 

The story is that in 1764, the ruling <iofl$ervative faction in fte 
North Carolina legislature lost its control. The opposition promptly 
voted to give that state's western most area to the federal union. 

The frontiersmen in that vast area saw the <H)portunity to guide 
their own destiny. They had fought the Indians and mAde a place 
for themselves with little help from any government. They felt left 
out and wanted to form their own state. 

This group met in Jonesboro, N.C. in August, 1764 and voted to 
form their own state. They decided to call it Franklin after the 
American statesman and philosopher. 

One of the leaders in this new state was John Sevier. H? came 
from the Valley of Virginia. His family name had been "Xavier," 
but since that was hard for many of the frontiersmen to pronoui^e 
they changed it to Sevier. •< 

John Sevier was elected the first Governor of the State/Of 
Franklin. They set up their government and set about building me 
frontier into a real state. > 

Soon after this the conservatives won the majority of the No»th 
Carolina legislature and decided to repeal Oie^ act of giving the 
western part of their state to the union.— ■- •— -:. ._ 

This cast the people of th^ State of FranWfil-Mi the roje of in- 
surrectionists. They gladly accepted this role. The citizens of 
Franklin and those of North Carolina soon came head to head with 
each other. 

For the next three J'ears they both tried to run the area. Each set 
up its own government, levying taxes and squabbling over 
jurisdiction. ^ ' 

It got down to more than just squabbling when the North CaroUha 
militia invaded the Franklin courthouse in Jonesboro and seized all 
papers and kicked out the Franklin officials. : 

The citizwjs of Franklin promptly did the same thing to a Nof th 
Carolina courthouse. 

In 1764 North Carolina brought in superior forces and w^n. 
Governor Sevier was put in jail in Morganton, to be tried for h^ 
treason. I 

At the trial Sevier's friends pulled a shoot-on-up type opera^cm 
and before things got started Sevier escaped and headed for ^e 
hills. 

North Carolina soon forgave the citizens <rf Franklin, and^hn 
Sevier. In fact, North Carolina appointed John Seiver as one of its 
trs; senate^: Z~" e!!!:::; ^ - - •--■ - . il^^-V 

North CaraMnaalso decided to change its mind again 
western area to the union and this territory kjeca 
Tennessee. 

When this happened, John Sevier went back to the area and was 
elected as its first governor. !

Sixteen-year-old Ed Japhet, 
the magician of the title, does a 
near-professional job with his 
tricks at a high school dance.

Cole's 81 
pound 5 ounce white marlin w«i 
the trophy for the largest white 
marlin hooked this year. 

Louisiana fisherman Ted 
AIcus set a new state record 
with his 511 pound blue marlin. 
C.H. Blake Jr.'s 23 pound 5 
ounce bluefish was the largest 
ever taken in Viiginia waters. 
Chartes E. Dt>8s of Portsmoutii 
landed a 17V^ pound flounder, 
and W.B. DuVal of Richmond 
pulled in a 9 pound 3 ounce 
spedded trout, both new state 
records.

The Board of Directors of the 
Council of Civic Organizations en- 
dorses the recent efforts of City 
Council to seek enactment of 
legislation which would enable the 
City of Vlrgina B^ch to require 
developers to contribute land, or pay 
a cash assessment, to offset the 
costs of the increased city services 
that such developments incur. 
Additionally, the C.C.O. Board of 
Directors also endorses Council's 
decision to incorporate, at the 
earliest possible date, cost-benefit 
analysis of future developments as 
an integral part of its planning 
considerations. 

Both of these issues have continually 
received high priority among the 
.jrecommaidations voiced by- our 
membership in general, and, 
specifically, by our Planning, Zoning 
and Development Committee 
Chairman. It is our sincere hope that 
these acts« and thme to follow, will 
lead to a more orderly fashion of 
burdens that a rapidly expanding 
population generates. 

We subscribe to the premise that a 
proper education is one of the most 
important services our city 
provi^. Hopefully, now that we 
have reached this juncture of 
aforementioned opinion, the C.C.O. 
and the City Council can agree that 
the school bond referendum Should 
sa*ve as a vdiicle for nothing more 
than that. It should not signify a 
growth, of a no-growtti, stance, nor 
stould it be used as a means of 
conveying opinion unrelated to the 
operations of our schools. Instead, it 



should serve only as an indicator of 
the citiz^is* (pinion as to vrhefts' <»■ 
not they desire additional 
educational facilities. CouncU 
should be aware that tibe respon- 
sibility for this continued growtti is 
the school population rests in ttieir 
hands. 

In view of these actions, the C.C.O. 
Board feels obligated to ftirtfaer 
clarify a position it recentiy took 
concerning the upcoming school 
bond referendum. The Board of 
Directors does support the parage 
of this referendum, and encourages 
its general membership and the 
citizens of Virginia Beach to do 
likewise, with the understanding 
that the City Council continue to 
make tangible efforts to initiate 
ordinances which will designate 
more spaif ic patterns for the future

Lastly, just as you will be doing, the 
C.C.O. will continue to study the 
problems which accompany rapid 
urban growth. If we can be of ser- 
vice to you in this area, we hope that 
you will feel free to call upon us.

While we have all followed with great interest the Richmond-Henrico-Chesterfield consolidation case, 
in which a decision was handed down recently, there are certain considerations that I believe should be 
noted before one attempts to apply that decision to any other area. 

First (tf all, a decision of a Fedoal district court is in no way binding oh anyone except those who 
an part^ to the suit; this shoiild be remembered. 

Second, this particular decision will no doubt be appealed all the way to the Supreme Court of the 
United States; it is my belief that it wiU be revosed in that Court. 

Third, the main factors that influenced the Richmond decision are not prewnt in Virginia Beach or 
this area, and my future case would have to be heard on its own merits, not drawing from the Rich- 
moiKicaae. 

Fourth, I should like to remind you that both City Cotmcil and the School Board have taken public 
stands AGAINST the consolidation of our schods with those of any other poUtical sub-division. We 
have pledged to resist any such effort by every p<»8ible means, and we repeat that pledge now. 

So far as our bond issue is concerned, it would seem to me that we now have more reason than ever 
to vote YES, since, in case of a possible suit, we would be in a much better position if we could show 
that we already had adequate classrooms for our children. 

We should be calm and rational in the face of a decision that may never affect us, and we will vtotk 
in ewry way p<»sible to see that it does not

The following is a capsule report of some of the legislation now 
before the General Assembly: 

HIGHWAY SAFETV 

Over eoo persons were killed in Virginia in 1970 as a result of 
alc(rfiol connected traffic accidents and thousands more were in- 
jured. There has been introduced in the Senate a bill which would 
lower the blood alcohol content necessary to convict for driving 
under the influence to .10 per cent and tdood alcohol content 
necessary to convict for impaired driving to .05 percent. Virginia is 
the only state in the Union to have only one test for blood alcohol 
content. 

Another bill has been recommended which would allow the use 
of the breath test to analyzing a potential offender. 
CRIME CONTROL 

I have introduced a bill which would make it a separate felony 
offense to commit a crime of violence with a deadly weapon, This 
bill would carry a penalty from 2 to 8 years as an extra penalty in 
addition to any penalty which may be imposed as a result of a 
felony committed. 

ENVIRONMENT 

Our highways and recreation areas and other areas are inun- 
dated with glass bottles which not only are hazardous but are un- 
sightly. For that reason, I have introduced a bill which would make 
no deposit non-returnable bottles illegal in Virginia. We must begin 
now to clean up our environmmt and this is a step in that direction. 

EDUCATION 

I have introduced a bill which would require school districts to 
teach a course on the environment in grades 4 - 6 and to continue in 
high school. This is being done in some areas but this bill would 
require that it be done in all areas. A bill which would require 
personal finance course for each high school student 1 have in- 
troduced. Ttiis would teach such subjects as how to fill out your 
income tax«, interest rates, lay-away plans and credit cards. With

STANTON: Absolutely. The school system is the very basis of the 
future of the city. If we have an uneducated youth, they are going to 
grow up into a very disorderly adult. If we have to sacrifice on a 
roadhereorasewer line there to buildaschool today, then I say let's 
build the schools. It's. a matter of equating children to physical 
entities. We owe our children; we have a tremendous debt to them. 
If we have to ride down a bumpy road it's easier on our cars than it is 
on our children's future. 

GRAVATT: No. Sewer lines and treatment plants are more 
needed. The sewage processing plants now are overloaded. — 

Are the same conditions in existance now that caused the 
defeat of the school bond referendum last year? 

STANTON: I think the School Board was asking too much of the 
voters. It was an $18.6 million issue. It had some things in it that 
were not particularly appealing to the voters. The word that came 
back tome was that there were too many "frills," swimming pools, 
gymnasiums, and other things that I thmk are necessary, but, 
apparently, other people don't. The School Board resfl)nded to the 
voters and pared down the issue to where we now have classrooms 
only, the basics only. I have studied the financial plan of it 
thoroughly, and I am convinced have that we are getting our 
money's worth. There are a lot of conditions, that people use as 
excuses for not voting for the bond referendum, but the biggest 
condition that has changed is that we've got a mucb more crowded 
school system than we had then. Unless we do something about it, 
we're going to be In real trouble. 

GRAVATT: The fundamental reason for the failure was that it was 
too costly. There were some secondary reasons for it: the op- 
position to uncontrolled growth of apartments and townhouses, the 
ecology group that did not want the school built in the State Park, 
and because the people were disgruntled with the effectiveness of 
the Virginia Beach school system. I don't think conditions have 
changed, and I feel that this one is more likely to and will be 
defeated by an even mOre overwhelming majority because so much 
has been brought out into the open since the last referendum that 
was talked about in whispers or not even generally kriown.

How much will the 112.6 million referendum actually cost 
the taxpayers? 

STANTON : Taxes and bonds are the most difficult thing to equate 
that I have ever tried to do. I have sat down with accountants who 
are experts in municipal finance and asked him to come up with an 
answer to this question. You can't do it. It is impossible to say that 
if you sell a dollars worth of bonds your taxes are going up point 
zero cents; there are too many variables. You have got sales, 
tobacco, excise, and retail taxes, city licenses; there are just so 
many other things to offset the costs of bonds that it is not fair to 
'place all the burden on real estate taxes. We figured it out on a per 
capita basis, arid it came out to a rough average of around $4.75 per 
person per year over a 15 year term that the bonds are going to be 
amortized.- 

GRAVATT: I do not have any concrete figures on that. I have 
looked through the booklet that was put out by the school system, or 
maybe pirinted by the Jaycees, and the only thing that comes close 
to a concrete figure is "less than five dollars per person per year." 
but they don't say how long the term of the bonds will run. The 
figure they used based on population is conjectural and is based on 
the premise that everyone who lives in the City over the bond 
period will contribute. There are peo|^e who are transients, people 
on welfare, infants, and elderly people on fixed incomes who are 
not going to be able to contribute. 
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but they can't base any of them on facts, if real estate taxes ac- 
count for only 25 per cent of the City's income, shouki notsMneof 
the othr 75 per cent of the income be used to pay off the bonds? As a 
taxpayer and as a pretty honest, straight-forward person, I tMidi ^t 
taxes are going to go up. Just like the price of bread, everything 
gets a little more expensive as time goes on. I think that we have 
been awfully lucky for a long time that we have not paid any more 
taxes than we have. 

GRAVATT: There are some people that could afford it and s<Hne 
people that could not. Everyone has his own particular flnancial 
problem. Sometimes the pom- man is better off. ^nTa financial 
standpoint, than the rich man who might have a lot of Us wealth in 
accounts receivables. It would be art even greater strain on the man 
with several hundred thousand dollars in accounts receivable to 
pay an increase in taxes on a $75,000 house than it would be for 
somebody who has a steady income, of even $1,000 a month, with a 
home valued at $30,000. There are a lot of pet^le on fixed incomes.

$10,000. It was suggested the 
postponing of the election until 
May would then combine the 
two and at least save the cost of 
a special election. No decision 
was made, however, concerning 
the proposal. 

Owen Wood, president of 
S.O.N.S. (Save Our Neigh- 
borhood Schobis) spoke to the 
assembled grOup on House Joint 
Resolution 620 which was in- 
troduced in May by New York 
Congressman Norman Lent. 
The resolution, which was 
referred to die Committee on 
the Judiciary reads: SECTION 
1. No puUic school student 
shall, because of his race, 
creed, or color, be assigned to 
or required to attend a par- 
ticular school.

Passing jokes around the room or singing along to one of Ed's 
songs gives the Baron a personality that's not often found in t^e 
usual country music clubs. 

The people are easy to get to know and the entertainment is 
hvely. You don't even have to be a fan of country music to enjoy the 
Red Baron, but you have got to like fun. And by the way, this j« t^e 
same Ed Free whose hit "Donna On My Mind" pjayed.on thf,~c|\0l'ts 
for several weeks at radio station WCMS. " V*..

Racing Favored 
With Conditions

The Virginia Beach 
Development Council made it's 
annual report to the City 
Council last week at a dinner 
meeting in the Cavalier Hotel. 

The object of the repwt was to 
deliver the results of a year- 
long study on the question, 
"Does the City of Virginia 
Beach desire a Pari-Mutuel 
Racetrack within it's boun- 
daries?" 

Thoee results produced an 
emphatic Yes with three con- 
ditions. 

Hie study, instituted at the 
request of City Council last 
January, was headed by Larry 
A. Sancilio as chairman, 
Virginia Beach Pari-Mutuel 
Racing Committee. 

In answering the question, a 
recommendation was made 
with four sub-divisions 
receiving special attention; 
social asf^ecls, economic 
aspects, track ownership 
alternatives, and physical plant- 
facilities. 

The recommendation reads; 
That a Pari-Mutuel Racetrack 
be located within the City of 
Virginia Beach, Subject to the 
following conditions. 

1. That the City of Virginia 
Beach receive direct monetary 
benefits in the fwm of real 
estate, personal property, 
machinery and tool taxes, a 
portion of the handle, admission 
taxes, sales taxes, etc., or some 
paymentinlieu of taxes. Because 
Virginia Beach is a ra|Ndly 
developing City it is necessary 
that benefits received be more 
than indirect benefits to the 
existing economy, since ser- 
vices must be supfdied by the 
local government. If the City 
was in a fully developed static 
condition, then it is conceivable 
that indirect benefits would be 
sufficient economic 
justification for the locatimi of a 
track in Virginia Beach. 

2. That the track should be a 
member of the Thoroughbred, 
Quarter Horse, and Stan- 
dardbred Racing Associations 
and be policed by their 
protective associaticMs. This 
will ensure quality in the track 
and track management, as well 
as control any undesirable 
elements at the track. 

3. That there be adequate 
laws and law enforcement to 
suppress and to control the 
potential for crime. 

Other considerationswere: 1. 
That Pari-Mutuel racing should 
be controlled by a state racing 
commission composed of 
persons of high caliber, having 
no conflict-of-interest, and 
which is regulated by adequate 
laws covering bribery and 
coercion of said commissioners. 

2. The track should be stock 
owned and operated as a 
business. 

3. A thorough investigation 
should be made of the ad- 
visability of legalizing off-track 
belting. 

4. Tlie committee recom- 
mends that at least 80 per cent 
of the track's operational and 
service employees be residents 
of Virginia. 

5. That the City should set up. 
within its administratin. a 
method for a statistical study of 
the before and after effects of 
pari-mutuel racing on the 
economy, crime, and social 
welfare of the City, in ordw to

ISO acres set aside near the 
Virginia Beach line in case pari- 
mutuel racing is approved in 
the state.

"Specifically states that you 
cannot use a court ordw to 
enforce a child going flrom one 
school to another school just to 
achieve racial balance." 

The inference was made by 
most of the speakers that 
control of the government is 
being, or has been lost by the 
people. 

"This is nothii^ but a petty 
dictatorship taking place." 
declared Don Sutton who was 
introduced as. "Coming down 
from Richmond to give us a 
little view on the mood of Rich- 
mond, also an inside look at 
Judge Mehrige's order." 

Refuting the argument that 
consolidation will not apply to 
Virginia Beach. Gravatt 
remarked. "When the busing 
order comes to Vhr|^ia Beadi. 
to put our children on buses to 
ride to Norfolk, we should take 
them out of public schools and 
put them into private schools," 
"Do as Judge Mehrige does 
with his U-year-oM son," he 
said. 

Sam Derr. of Hampton 
commented m private sdiools 
with thequesUon, "If HEW is 
big enough to take over your 
public schools don't you think 
they're big enough to take over 
your private schools?" 

Recalling that Hampton 
S.O.N.S. spent $3,000 in a suit 
against the Hampton School 
Board with no residts Derr 
stated, "This is a political Issue, 
not a legal issue." 

Fleet also noted that people 
are getting no positive results 
from the courts and that voting 
is the only way they can achieve 
their goals. 

Other speakers included Gabe 
Taqdey and Jim Meador, of 
Newport News, and Owen 
Williams of Portsmoutti. the 
only black man on the stage. 

"We are going to have- to

Today, that same man has a^ 
income of m<»*e than fifty 
thousand dollars a year, 
more than twenty five times 
as much as the original in- 
come, but because of the 
inflexibility ot the institution 
that granted him that 
wlginal line of credit, he is 
still prohibited from 
borrowing any more than 
$200,00 in any givoi year. 
In effect, this Is what we have 
done to the Municipal Govern- 
ment here in Virginia Bead). 
Several years ago, we graqtod 
theni a line of credit that was 
equivelent to approximately 10 
per cent of their income at that 
time, but Instead of sUting that 
line of credit as a percentage of 
annual income, we stated a 
fixed number of dollare (two 
million). The dty at that;tipie 
neededleas mon^4hen it liecd^ 
today, what weuM^haiFe be« 
catestrophfes'lhen are minor 
problems today, simply 
because the city has grown Into 
a vibrant, thriving 
municipality. There were less 
people then, and less services to 
be provided. Today, we need 
only to look around ui to see 
that many of the restrictionf 
that our city is operating are 
outdated. 

It would seem to me that it 
would be much more 
reasonable to authorize the city 
council to issue Gen#al

Wesleyan's 
fulltime enrollment for this 
semester is 626, a level the 
trustees have decided to hold 
for at least one more year.

Interest in the current 
question began to wane this 
week, but that is not unexpected 
since interest in the forth- 
coming school bond 
referendum is running so high. 

In response to "Should the 
City Charter be changed so that 
$4 million in general obligation 
bonds rather than $2 million 
might be issued annually by 
City Council without benefit of a 
public referendum?". ..the 
readers voted against it four to 
one.

School Costs Detailed

The Vir0nia Beach School 
Board has released a detailed 
breakdown of the cost estimates 
for the four new schools to be 
consido'ed in the $12.6 million 
bond referoidum of Tues^y, 
February 8, 1972. Officiato also 
warn cost estimates may be 
low. 

The detailed figures outline 
the estimated cost of con- 
struction, equipment, ar- 
chitectural fees, engineering, 
land acqutoition and on-off site 
improvementa for three junior 
hi^ schods and one lementary 
sdiool. 

Specifically, construction 
costa for eadi junior high school 
would be approximately 
$2,875,000. Thto to based on 
estimates (rf $K per square foot 
for a 115,000 square foot facility. 

The junior highs would be 
somewhat smaller than 
previously constructed 
fadliUes since ttwy vrould noi 
include auditniuma or any 
specialized facilities not 
reqtdred by state educational 
agemdes. . 

They would include phyiweal 
education facilities, 8h<!q[>s, 
music wid art qiaces, science 
laborat<H*ies, libraries and 
office; spaces required by state 

statutes. . 

Eachijunior high would have 
56 teaoiing stations and space 
for 1400 pupils. 

The 900 pupil elemmte^ 
schod would be approximatdy 
55,000 square feet in area and 
would cost $1,237,500 to con- 
struct based oh an estimate 
of $22.50 per square foot.

Virginia's 1971-72 deer kill totaled 42.054. nearly 4.000 above last 
year's record harvest, according to Game Division Chief R.H. 
Cross. About 1,000 of the increase came from West of the Blue 
Ridge counties, with the remainder coming from Eastern counties. 
Southampton county led the state with 2,063 deer, Bath county was 
second with 1.777, and Caroline ranked third with 1.743*. 

The fall turkey kill in Virginia, 3.639 birds, was below the 4.253 
bagged last year and the 4,534 record kill of the year before. Almost 
all of the drop was in the Central Mountain counties. Top turkey 
counties were Bath with 436 birds, Augusta with 293, and Frederick 
with 276. 

A bill has been introduced in the Virginia Senate to increase the 
non-resident basic hunting license fee to $40, a significant increase 
in the presoit $15.75 fee. 

The 1972 Conservation Directory is now available from National 
iVildlife Federation. 1412Sixteenth Street, N.W., Washington, D.C.. 
20036, for two dollars. This 17th edition is considered a must for 
persons inter^ted in communicating with conso^ationists. It is 
the nation's most comprehensive listing of natural resource 
organizations, agencies, and officials in the conservation- 
environmental field. It contains entriei^r more than 1,500 groups 
and 7,000 individuals in theUnited Stafts and Canada, a listing of 
major colleges and universities offering professional training for 
careers In conservation, and an index to periodicals and other 
directories of interest. 

When waterllwl hunters go to post office windows this fall to buy 
Duck Hunting stamps for the 1972-73 season, they will likely pay $5 
instead of the usual three. The bill was passed by Congress to allow 
Uie Secretary of the Interior to increase the price of the Migratory 
Bird Hunting Stamps before July 1st. Some three million Duck 
Stamps were sold last year, and funds from their sale are ear- 
marked for use by the Bureau of Sports Fisheries and Wildlife to 
acquire waterfield wetlands. The last increase raised the price 
from two to three dollars in 1958. 

A total of 1,028 Virginia WUdlife Freshwater Fish Citations issued 
through the Game Commission set a new record for entries and 
topped last year's total by some 20 per cent. The largest number of 
entries was, as usual, in the largemouth bass category where 267 
weighing eight pounds or better werg submitted during the year, 
almost 100 more than in 1970. Vae largest, a 13 pound 4 ouncer taken 
from Lake Gaston set a new state record. FcHirteen per cent of the 
hinkers were taken from Norfolk's Lake Smith-Whitehurst com-

GRAY ATT: The most direct thing they will be voting for is whether

HIGHWAY SAFETY 
Over 800 penions were killed in Virginia in 1970 as a result of 
alc(rfiol connected traffic accidents and thousands more were in- 
jured. There has been introduced in the Senate a bill which would 
lower the blood alcohol content necessary to convict for driving 
und«- the influence to .10 per cent and blood alcohol content 
necessary to convict for impah^d driving to !05 per cent. Virginia is 
tl^ only state in the Union to have only one test for blood alcohol 
content. 

Another bill has been recommended which would allow the use 
of the breath test to analyzing a potential offender' 
CRIME CONTROL 
I have introduced a bill which would make it a separate felony 
offense to commit a crime of violence with a deadly weapon, litis 
Mil wouM carry a penalty from 2 to 8 years as an extra penalty in 
addition to any penalty which may be imposed as a result of a 
felony committMi. 

ENVIRONMENT 
Our highways and recreation areas and other areas are inun- 
dated with glass bottles which not only jiire hazardous but are un- 
s^tly. For that reason, I have introikiced a bill which would make 
niD deposit non-returnable bottles illegal in Virginia. We must b^in 
i|iw (oclean up our environm«it and this^ia a step in that direction. 
***^ EDUCATION 

I have introduced a bill which would require schod districts to 
teach a course on the environment in grades 4 - 6 and to continue in 
high school. This is being done in some areas but this bill would 
require that it be done in all areas- A bill which wQidd require 
pemRial finance courae for each high school stwient I have in- 
b-oduced. This would teach such subjects as how to fill out your 
t^^neome taiwi, interest rates, lay-away plans and credit cards. With 
*^ l iie l iljI'Wttea ffui^^ cftmilluiipliks that we have tx p & ^mu tm. 
our state, I feel that tMt bill will go • aqnmy to help eductte oor 
young peq>le so that when they start out in life they start out on the 
right foot in financial matters. 

CHARTER CHANGE 
A charter change bill will be introduced in the House which 
would idlow the City of Virginia Beach to issue an additional 
12,000,000 worth of general obligation bonds without a public 
referendum. I, personally, am opposed to thiii change. Tlw present 
law says that tlw City can issue up to U,000,000 worth of general 
obligations bonds wittiout a public referendum. Based on many of 
the events which have transpired over the last couple of years, I 
believe that it is in the best interest of the City of Virginia Beach to 
Iwve the voters vote on an increase in issuing these bonds. I would 
like to hear from the votera of Virginia Beach as to how they feel 
about this most important issue to our City. 

I am very happy to announce that in the Governor's Budget 
there is $3,757,560 for the Virginia Beach Branch of the Tidewater 
Community C<dlege, This would enable the permanent facilities to 
be built. 

My office at 4336 Virginia Beach Boulevard, Virginia Beach, will 
be opened every Saturday to meet with residents of Virginia Beach 
on mattera they would like to call to my attention. Office hours will 
be ftom 6 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Saturdays.

STANTON: Absolutely, The school system is the very basis of the 
future of the city. If we have an uneducated youth, they are going to 
grow up into a very disorderly adult. If we have to sacrifice on a 
road here or a sewer line there to build a school today, then I say let's 
build the schools. It's a matter of equating children to physical 
entities. We owe our children; we have a tremendous debt to them. 
If we have to ride down a bumpy road it 's easier on our cars than it is 
on our children's future. 

GRAVATT: No. Sewer lines and treatment plants are more 
needed. The sewage processing plants now are overloaded. -^ 

Are the same conditions in existance now that caused the 
defeat of the school bond referendum last year? 

STANTON: I think the School Board was asking too much of the 
voters. It was an ?18.6 million issue. It had some things in it that 
were not particularly appealing to the voters. The word that came 
back to me was that there were too many "frills," swimming pools, 
gymnasiums, and other things that I think are necessary, but, 
apparently, other people don't. The School Board responded to the 
voters and pared down the issue to where we now have classrooms 
only, the basics only. I have studied the financial plan of it 
thoroughly, and I am convinced have that we are getting our 
money's worth. There are a lot of conditions that people use as 
excuses for not voting for the bond referendum, but the biggest 
condition that has changed is that we've got a much more crowded 
school system than we had then. Unless we do^s(Hnething about it, 
we're going to be in real trouble. 

GRAVATT: The fundjynental reason for the failure was that it was 
too costly. There were some secondary reasons for it: the op- 
position to uncontrolled growth of apartments and townhoi^es, the 
ecology group that did not want the school built in the State Park, 
and because the people were disgruntled with the effectiveness of 
the Virginia Beach school system. I don't think conditions have 
changed, and \ feel that this one is more likely to and will be 
defeated by an even more oveN^helming majority because so mudi 
has been brought out into the open since the last referendum that 
was talked about in whispers or not even generally known. 



How much wilt the $12.6 million referendum actually cost 

the taxpayers? 

STANTON: Taxes and bonds are the most difficult thing to equate 
that I iiave ever tried to do. I have sat down with accountants who 
are experts in municipal finance and asked him to come up with an 
answer to this question. You can't do it. It is impossible to say that 
if you sell a dollars worth of bonds your taxes are going up point 
zero cents; there are too many variables. You have got sales, 
tobacco, excise, and retail taxes, city licenses; there are just so 
many other things to offset the costs of bonds that it is not fair to 
place all the burden on real estate taxes. We figured it out on a per 
capita basis, and it came out to a rough average of around $4.75 per 
person per year over a 15 year term that the bonds are going to be 
amortized. 

GRAVATT: I do not have any concrete figures on that. I have 
looked through the booklet that was put out by the school system, or 
maybe pirinted by the Jaycees. and the only thing that comes ctose 
to a concrete figure is "less than five dollars per perswi per year," 
but they don't say how long the term of the bonds will run. The 
figure they used based on population is conjectural and is based on 
the premise that everyone who lives in the City over the bond 
period will contribute. There are p^ple who are transients, peoptr 
(Ml welfare, infants, and elderly people on fixed incomes who are 
not going to be able to contribute. 



but they can't base any of them on facts. If real estate taxes ac- 
count for only 25 per cent of the City's income, should not aomt of 
the othr 75 per cent of the income be used to pay off the bonds? As a 
taxpayer andasa pretty honest, straight-forward person, I tMidi&st 
taxes are going to go up. Jiet like the price of bread, everything 
gets a little more expensive as time goes on. I think that we have 
been awfully lucky for a long time that we have not paid any man 
taxes than we have. 

GRAVATT: There are some people that could affmrd it and some 
people that could not. Everyone has his own particular financial 
problem. Sometimes the poor man is better off, from a financial 
standpoint, than the rich man vt^o might have a 1^ (rf his wealth in 
accounts receivables. It would be an even ^ator strain on the man 
with several hundred thousand dollars in accounts receivable to 
pay an increase in taxes on a $75,000 house than it would be for 
somebody who has a steady income, of even $1,000 a month, with a 
home valued at $30,000. There are a lot of people on fixed incomes. 
Social security and military pensions are frequently t)eing revised 
upward. Init Uie upward revision is seldom enough to take care of 
the real estate tax incres&e. 



Is the^plan to build three jiinior high schools and 
eleipientary school the wisest pitfn of school coostructfon? 

STANTON : The need for the elementary school is clear. The junior 
high schools provide for a swing situation, whereby as the 
elementary schools are crowded you can move the upper grades in 
STANTON; Its not an absolute factor that we are g^ing to have the elementary schools into the lower grades of the Junia" W^ 
additional taxes.

The last-minute resignation of 
State CMiMration Commission 
member Jesse Dillon on 
Monday, to be effective 
February 1, threw the 
legislaton into a state 6f tur- 
moil. One rejdacement on the 
commission was already 
necessitated by ttie retirement 
of H. L. Hooka- but his an- 
nouncement was made in time 
for careful study of a possiUe 
successor. Commissioner 
Dillon's announcement came 
like a thunderbolt on the eve at 
interviews i^ the applicants. 

This was especially difficult for 
the l»-and new l^islat(M-8. As 
Del^ate Glenn McClanan told 
the Sun: "We don't even know 
the new ones seeking the 
positions. It didn't cMicem me 
when there was only one 
vacancy on the 3-man 
regulatory body because the 



two remaining constituted a 
majority. With two vacancies 
we are now being called upon to 
appoint the majority without 
enough advance knowledge." In 
his usual Princess Anne County 
wit, Del. McClanan said the 
incident certainly caused "me 
to blink twice" becsutt the SCC 
"effects us more in our daily 
lives than any other regulatcn-y 
body." He also commented that 
this was his second traumatic 
experience in his first week in 
the House. . the first came 
when he found that Virginia 
Beach had only b^n allocated 
half iU highway fund needs in 
the State Highway Department 
budget. On Tuesday the city's 
delegate fired a letter off to 
powers that be on a proposal to 
change the policy d a{^inting 
SCC membCTS so that "more 
qualifled" members might be 
obtained for the positi(»]s.

The loud speaker an- 
nouncement came as a shock at 
Bayslde Junior High School, 

Students stopped in their 
tracks wh«i they heard that 
Mary Barraco wasill in a Beach 
hospltsl in December, and 
transferred to the Universlty^f 
Virginia hospital for Wther 
treatment. , 

They sent her their prayers 
and wrote letters— 300 of them— 
expressing their sorrow at her 
illness and hQping that she 
would soon recover. 

Mary Barraco is. to these 
students, a real life heroine. 

It had been just a few weeks 
t>efore that she had spoken at 
their assembly. Shetold them Of 
her experience as a prisoner of 
the Nazis during World War II. 
and of' her underground work 
with the French. A Belgian 
native, she's now an American 
citizen and so proud of her 
adopted count r\' that she easily 
communicates with young 
pet^le when she warns o( anti- 
American action and sub - 
%'ersion. 

Mrs. Linda Tiller. 8th grade 
teacher who sponsored the talk. 
wrote to the Sun:. .."I pray all 
schools will hav'e the op- 
portunity to hear this 
woman. ..Mrs. Barraco held 
every student spellbound... she 
spoke for eight bells and 
received a standing ovation, 
some students returning four 
times to hear her." 

aie autographed many copes 
<rf "I Am a Sick American ", a 
reprint' from the Virginia 
Beach Sun. and she signed it 



"Faith, Courage, Love and 
Unity," 

The students wrote their 
impression of Mrs. Barraco 's 
talk. Space permits us, un- 
fortunately, to list excerpts 
from only a few... some of which 
were unsigned. 

One wrote: "Mary Barraco, 
to me. Is a true hero. Her faith 
in God is remarkable, because 
if she could hold up under such 
pressure when she was a POW 
in Germany. I feel she could 
hold up under anything... "this 
was the best thing that ever 
happened to me. Her speaking 
truly influenced me." 

Marcia Dale: "...she has 
some inskle power to capture 
her aiKiience. With her telling 
the story of her life it seemed so 
real, like YOU were in her 
place. .."with all the talk of the 
generation gap problem it 
seemed there was NO gap 
between her and the kids." 

Another wrote: "I really 
didn't think sIk could have 
impressed me as much as she 
did. All the noble things she's 
done made me think she was 
idnd (rf "ho l ie r t han ttroo"^ t ype 
of person. But she wasn't like 
that at all. She believed 
everythir^ she said and that's 
what made her so human to me. 
1 almost cried when she 
described her life. ' 

Lynn Donnelly: "She really 
tells it like it is. Sie was cap- 
tured by the Germans and held 
captive for six months. They 
burned her legs, brake her nose 
and treated her like dirt. 

"They put her in a cell that 
she couldn't stand in. or evm 
move around in. Then, when 
they let Nr out, she would fall 



right on her face. She's a very 
strong person and I think a lot of 
her." 

Donna Spells; When I heard 
how hard and unlucky she was 
in having to be in a prison camp. 
I felt how lucky we are to have 
all that food and a nice decent 
home. 

"When I went home I couldn't 
eat and I put her autograph on 
my dresser. Every' time I 



]otked at it I got all chidced up." 
Another said: "...sheisalMly 
who cares for her land and 
people. She is a special type at 
hero,. ."I found out what it's like 
to go to y(xir church and find the 
door of God closed, and what it's 
like to be pushed around and 
sqMrated from the people you 
love •

The Virginia Beacli 
Devdi^ment Council made it's 
annual report to the City 
Council last we^ at a dinner 
meeting In the Cavalier Hotel. 

"Hie object of the rqwrt was to 
deliver the results of a year- 
long study on the questim, 
"Does the City of Virginia 
Beach desire a Pari-Mutuel 
Hacetraek within it's buun- 
dartes?" 

Those results produced an 
emphatic Yes with three em- 
ditions. 

Hie study, instituted at the 
request of City Council last 
January, was headed by Larry 
A. Sancilio as chairman, 
Virginia Beach Pari-Mutuel 
Racing Committee. 

In answering the questimi. a 
recommendation was made 
with four sub-divisions 
receiving special attention: 
social aspects, economic 
aspects, track ownership 
alternatives, and physical plant- 
facilities. 

The recommoidation reads; 
That a Pari-Mutuel Racetrack 
be located within the City of 
Virginia Beach, Subject to the 
following conditions. 

J. That the City of Vir^^nia 
Beach receive direct monetary 
benefits in the form of real 
estate, personal property, 
machinery and tool taxes, a 
portion of the handle, admissim 
taxes, sales taxes, etc., or some 
paymentinlieuof taxes. Because 
Virginia Beach is a ra|Mdly 
developing City it is necessary 
thai benefits received be more 
than indirect benefits to the 
existing economy, since ser- 
vices must be supplied by the 
local government. If the City 
was in a fully developed static 
condition, then it is conceivable 
that indirect benefits would be 
s u fficient economic 
justification for the location of a 
track in Virginia Beach. 

2. lliat the track should be a 
member of the Thoroi^bred, 
Quarter Horse, and Stan- 
dardised Racing Associations 
and be policed by their 
protective associations. This 
will ensure quality in the trade 
andtrack mani«ement< as well 
^s contrdl any ufldesirable 
elements at the track. . 

3. That there be adequate 
laws and law enforcement to 
suppress and to control the 
potential for crime. 

Other considerations were: 1. 
That Pari-Mutuel racing should 
be controlled by a state racing 
commission composed of 
persons of high caliber, having 
no conflict-of-interest, and 
which is regulated by adequate 
laws covering bribery and 
coercion of said commissioners. 

2. The track shoidd be stock 
owned and operated as a 
business. 

3. A thorough investigation 
should be made of the ad- 
visability of legalizing off-track 
belting. 

4^ The committee reeom:^ 
mends that at least 80 per cent 
of the track's operational and 
service emp%ees be residents 
of Virginia. 

5. That the City should set up, 
within its administratin, a 
method for a statistical study of 
the before and after effects of 
pari-mutuel racing on the 
economy, crime, and social 
welfare of the City, in cvder to

that granted him that 
original line of credit, ha ia 
still prohibited from 
borrowing any mwe than 
$200.00 in any givm year. 
In effect, this is what we have 
done to the Municipal Govern- 
ment here in Virginia Beach. 
Several years ago, we granted 
them a line of credit tlut wu' 
equivelent to approximatdy 10 
per cent of their income at that 
time, but instead of stating that 
line of credit as a perc«itage of 
annual income, we statM) a 
fixed number of ddlars (two 
million). The city at that time 
needed less money than it needs 
today, what' would hl^yi^.b^ 
catastrophies then a]|re,ffljik$r 
problems today, simply 
because the city has grown into 
a vibrant, thriving 
municipality. There were less 
peqile then, and less services to 
be (H-ovided. Today, we need 
only to look around ua to aea 
that many of the reatrictiou' 
that our city is operating are 
outdated. 

It would seem to me that it 
would be much more 
reasonable to authorize the city 
council to issue General 
Obligation bonds, in any one 
year, not to exceed 10 per cent 
of the previous years r^oiue.

Review and projection will be 
the key words at Virginia 
Wesleyan Colleg,e for 1972, 
according to comments made 
this month by President 
Lambuth M. Clarke. 

"We have come a long way 
since those 75 students arrived 
in S^tember 1966 while the 
cwbractors'were still working 
on the first Village," said 
Clarke In his office this week, jenrollment 
"We have now reached the half- September 
way point in our enrollment 
projection of 1200 fulltime 
students. Out emphasis this 
year will be on expanding our 
library resources, adding in- 
creased depth and breadth to 
the faculty and curriculum and 
providing some additional 

fervtcei: 
fulltime enrollment for this 
semester is 626, a level the 
trustees have decided to hold 
for at least one more year. 

"We are definitely going 
against a national trend in 
enrollment," said the Wesleyan 



president. "Private college 
enrollmento are generally down 
across the country while our 
increase in apidications for the 
fall of 1971 was 78 per cent 
ahead of Uie figures for Sep- 
tember 1970." Collie officiato 
report that applications for next 
fall are running about the same 
level as last year at thU time. 
The present 626 capacity 
was reached in 
1970. (The 
enndhitont trend has been 75 in 
1966; 155 in 1967; 261 in 1968; 480 
in 1969, and 626 in 197b.) 

According to enrollhient 
figures, 286 shidents of the totel 
f^Ume outdlment are from 
the greater Tidewato* area. 
Om hundred and thirty-nine (49 
cent) 01 mese Ttoewater 
area students are from Virginia 
Beach. Eighteen of theae 
Virginia Beach studento are 
among the 350 resident studento 
in the six cOIl^e dormitories.

The Health Information 
Center has applications 
available for membership in 
Medic Alert, an organization 
that has saved the lives of 
thousands of people with hidden 
health problems. In an 
emergency situation non- 
re^gnition of such problems as 
diabetes, heart disease, 
epilepsy and allergies to certain 
medieatiau could prove fatal. 

Medk Alert is a charitable, 
non-profit organization which 
provides^fnedical protention in, 
.the form of aii identification 
.emblem recognized in- 
tmnaficmally. The emblem is 
worn on a bracelet or chain with 
.the individual's problem 
engraved on the back. 

The Medic Alert emblem 
immediately informs doctors, 
police and others giving first aid 
of the individual's medical 
p^Uems. With the immediate 
q)enii% of schools and coUeges. 
{dacing many people away inaa 
home fnr the first time, it is 
particidarly important for this 
: kind of inf<»ination to be known. 



In addition to, the emblem 
service. Medic Alert maintains 
a central file in their California 
headquarters with more 
detailed medical information, 
addresses of physicians, and the 
nearest relative of every Medic 
Alert member. The information 
is available to physicians and 
other authorized personnel 24 
hours a day. via a collect call. 

Virginia Beach residents may 
detain additional information 
on Medic Alert or any other 
health service from the Health 
Information Center. Sponsored 
by the State Hralth D^art- 
ment, the Virginia Beach 
Health Department, and 13 
other local health departments, 
the Center maintains a data 
bank of information on over 700 
health and medical services in 
an eight city-six county area. 
All services are free. It is "the 
one number to call when you 
don't know who to call for a 
health pr(*lem."

School Costs Detailed 



llie Vir^nia Beach School 
Board has released a detailed 
breakdown of the cost estimates 
for the four new schools to be 
ccmsidered in the $12.6 million 
bond referendum of Tuesday, 
February 8, 1972. Offlcials also 
warn cost estimates may be 
low. 

The detailed figures outline 
the estimated cost of con- 
struction, equipment, ar- 
chitecture fees, engineering, 
land acquisition and on-off site 
improvements for three junior 
high scho(d8 and one lementary 
schod. 

Specifically, construction 
costs for each junior high achool 
would be approximately 
$2,875,000. This iS based on 
estimates of $25 pa* square foot 
tot a 115,000 squwe foot facility. 

The junior highs would be 
somewhat smaller than

Costs for engineering, 
supa^ision and the like would 
be the same for all four schools. 

Although Uie cost of land 
acquisition and on-off site 
improvements would vary, and 
average figure of $133,000 for 
each junicHT high school and 
$63,185 for the elementary 
school would cover the 
variations. 

The three jimior Mgh schools 
would be constructed on 25 acre 
sites and the elonentary school 
on a IS acre tract. 

Added together, Uie figures 
show tile tt^al coat for eadi 
junior high school to be 
$3,705,500 and Uie total coat of 
the one elementary school 
$1,424,685. 

The comUned total for all 
four schools would be 
$12,541,185. Normally an ad- 
d>ti<»ial five percent is added 
for contingencies. However, 
previous experience in Vir^nla 
Beach has shown that sound 
planning can cut Uiis figure 10 
fWd. 

For this reason, $M,8i5 has 
been added for contingmcies. 
Tliis is less than one-tialf of one 
per ceiit of the totol cost. 

All tdd, the estimated cost of 
constiiiction of Uie Uuee junior 
high schools and one demon- 
tary school would be 
$12,600,000; the amount 
requested in the school bond 
referendum. 

FivcLTidewater ardiitectiiral 
firms ^experienced in school 
construction have reviewed 
Virginia Beach School Board 
animates. 

All five agree that the 
estimates are in line with 
currait conshructlon coato. 

The firms <A McClurg and 
Wall, Spigel-Carter-Zinkl- 
H^raan, WiUianwJb TazeweU, 
Waller & Sadl«-, and Chewning- 
Hoggard & Associates told the 
schod administration that they 
feel Uie 12.6 million doUara 
requested in the February 8, 
1972 bond referendum would be 
sitfflcient to cov«- the building 
costs. 

However, the architects 
warned tiwt increasing building 
costs could out-date this figure 
within a matto* (4 months. 

The firms also feel that, if 
anything, the cost estimates 
may be low. 

Gaierally, the architects say 
that $12.6 million would cover 
the cost of tile four new 
facilities, but they add that Uiis 
would have to be "no frills" 
construction. 

{Resident plans are based on 
just such construction with only 
the facilities required by state 
law to be included in the four 
schods.

Mayor Questions Legality 
Of Back Bay Closure 



Mayor Donald H. Rhodes 
Mrniday quettiOned the ^gality 
of pUins to prohibit vehicular 
traffic into the Back Bay 
National Wikilife Refu|^. as 
City Council sche<hiled a (Hiblic 
forum on the issue at 2 p.m.. 
Sunday. February 6. in the Civk 
Center. 

Rhodes posed the question in 
a letter to C. Edward Carlaon. 
Regional Director. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, in 
wMch he requested Uie matter 
be discussed by federal, state 
and local representatives 
befme any final decision on the 
matter is made. 

^e controversy evolved from 
{dans by State Officials to 
create a State Park of the Fales 
Capes separation of Back Bay 
and the AUantic Ocean, 
proposals by the Department of 
Interior to prohibit vehicular 
traffic tiirough Uie area, and 
subsequent proposals by the 
city's Planning Department to 
construct a parkway along the 
areas beaches to provide 
veMcular access to the area. 

Hie subject was strongly 
debated during Monday's City 
Council meeting as Ui# Plan- 
ning Department sought ap- 
proval of its Princess Anne 
Land Use Devdopment Plan, 
including a special ofvn space- 
parkway— recreation plan for 
Back Bay. 

Rhodes pointed out "...the 
area soutti of ttie RefUge is 
currently accessable by motor 
t^Mcle only on the beach, and 
the reiddents of ttie area have, 
for many years, travdad to and 
from their homes in this 
fashion." He added, "This 
method of access has also been 
used by North Carolina 
property owners and reskients 
as weU as the public at large." 

A proposed "False Cape 
Parkway", according to 
Rhodes, is stron^y supp<N^ed 
\By NorUi Car<dina as well as 
Virginia Beach. His letter 
stated, "Hie City of Virginia 
Beach (formerly Princess Anne 
..County) and many of our 
Nortti Carolina neighbors to the 
souUi have desired, for many 
yews, to see a direct roadway 
link between Virgihia Beadi 
and Nap Head." 

Rhodes also pointed out that 
while a meeting was held May 
18, 1970 by ttie Department of 
Interior to limit traffic into the 
area during ttie summer of 1970 
no attempt has been made to 
obtein local views on complete 
closure of ttie area. He added a 
formal request was made 
"through ttie office of 
Congressman Downing for a 
public hearing. Oils has hem 

denied ", and ttiat ttie 

meetii« of May 18, 1970 is bdng 
consklered a piAUc hearing. ^ 

Various groups spole hi favor 
of, as well as against, the 
proposed False Cape Paricway 
during more tiian 2 hours of 
dscuBston on Uie plan during 
Monday's City Council meeting. 

Attorney Philip Denman, 
indicating ' he r ep r e sen ted 
Viiginia Beach residents who 
owned property in North 
Carolina. saM. "Ilie (Falae 
Cape) Park is there, it is going 
to be used, and a meana of 
altering it must be provMed.^' 

Approximately 100 persims 
voiced their siqiport of Den- 
man's expression in the Council 
chambers. 

Don Thomas, Virginia Beai^ 
Buggy Association.t saki his 
group was opposed to any 
closure of the beadi area to 



vchlcuUir traffic and geve 
endmverhmt to the Planidng 
Department's proposed False 
Cape Psirlcway.

NCIC Annivenafy 
Today 

Today marks the fifth an- 
niversary of the N(nc system 
which virtually links local, 
state, and federal police 
agencies by an inatenteneous 
communications system. 

On January 27, 1967. Uie FBI's 
National Crime Information 
Center began operation wiU; 
fifteen terminals in eleven 
states, the District of Columbia, 
and one FBI Field Office. The 
accomplishments recorded by 
this computerized index of 
documented police hiformation 
have been so impressi>w that 
only the professional skeptic 
can now question its worth. 

Ultimately, society benefit^ 
from these accomplishmoits, 
but Uie immediate benefit goes 
to Uie hard-pressed policeman 
on the street who is able to in- 
stantly prot>e the mass of datt 
stmed in the computer ami 
learn that the car he is chasing 
is stolen; ttie man he is 
questioning is wanted: or the 
money found on a suspect is 
part of bank robbery loot. 

Briefly described, the NCIC 
system comtets trf a computer 
in Washington which is con- 
nected through secure, 
dedicated Circuits to terminals 
or other computers. In actual 
use, a patrdmah radtos his 
inquiry to his NCIC station 
where it is fed into a com- 
munications device. It is 
"dumped" into Uie computer 
and in an average of three to 
five seconds the computer will 
answer eiUier Uiat there is no 
record or give a positive 
response which is called a 
'«t"t If it ia a hit, aU^ha in- 
formation on Uie original entry 
is printed out for the inquiring 
agency so that an intelli^nt 
decision can be made on the 
couree of action to be taken.

Virginia's 1971-72 deer kill totaled 42,054, nearly 4.000 above last 
year's record harvest, according to Game Division Chief R.H. 
Cross. About 1,000 of the increase came from West of the Blue 
Ridge counties, with the remainder coming from Eastern counties. 
Southampton county led the state with 2,063 deer, Bath county was 
second with 1.777, and Caroline ranked third with 1,743. 

The fall turkey kill in Virginia, 3.639 birds, was below the 4,253 
bagged last year and the 4,534 record kill of the year before. Almost 
all of the drop was in the Central Mountain counties. Top turkey 
counties were Bath with 436 birds, Augusta with 293, ant! Frederick 
with 276. 

A bill has been introduced in the Virginia Senate to increase the 
non-resident basic hunting license fee to $40, a significant increase 
in the present $15,75 fee.

She graduated from the Laboratory Institute of Mer- 
chandising in New Ywk City and worked a year in New York 
as a fashion coordinator and prodiKstion manager of a fashiim 
magazine. Before coming to ttw Beach. Donna lived in 
California and studied anthropology. She started as a 
salesgirl at Designer's Fabric Fair during the past summ«- 
and then became manager.
